A Marbour Bridge. 


Horo in Hongkong, whoro the 
idea of 5 bridge or causeway to 
span tho harbour has ofton beon, 
mooted, more than passing in- 
terest will no doubt bo evinced in 
& groat onginooring foat which 
bas beon bogun in Sydney—namo- 
ly;. the preliminary work in con- 
noction with the scheme for 
& mammoth bridgo ‘across 
tho harbour of this 
Australian port. The 
traffic problem in Sydnoy, 
and tho nocossity of planning for 
futuro dovelopmonts, has made 
this schome imporative. Somo 
idea of the magnituds of tho 
undertaking may bo gathorod 
whon it is pointed out thet tho 
bridgo will be of tho two-hinged 
arch typo, with o span of no loss 
than 1,650 foet—tho largest of any 
bridge in the world, ‘horo will 
be no fowor than four lines of 
railway accommodated’ on tho 
bridge, in addition to a roadway 
57 feot wide for ‘six linos of 
vehicular traffic and two foot- 
ways each ton feot in width. 
The highest point in the 
arch of tho bridge will . bo 
445 feet above sea lavol. 
As to the cost of tho scheme, the 
contract. for erecting the bridge 
has already been let at o figuro 
over £4,200,000. Those are only 
a fow features of this wonderful 
undertaking, the progress of 
which willbe watched with deep 
intorost by onginoors in all parte}. 
of tho world. Thoro is, of course, 
no call for such a tremendous 
trojoct hero in Hongkong, where 
our traffic problem is not noarly 
so hugo or acuto as that of 
Sydney. But wo call: attention 
to this schomo.. because of the 
general interost it must arouso 
and also bocauso it at any rato 
bears out tho feasibility, from an 
enginecring standpoint, of great 
steel bridges being thrown across 
harbours, where tho DACSePIEy 
thorofor oxists.

FROM SAIGON TO

This is roally a most intorosting 
trip, as thoro aro obout four 
difforent ways of making, it— 
thet is, from Capo Padaran to 
Hongkong, and very fow ovon of 
the older masters in this run will 
agreo ontiroly upon which way is 
tho bost, I have tried them ail, 
and will only state that you can 
novor fully roly upon how the 
current will run in those wators, 


Here is the routo the writor 
usually follows :— 


“When. Capo St. Jamos is well 
cloarod, stoor inside Britto. Bank 
for Koga Point. (In oloar 
weathor it is safo to go insido 
-Britto Bank, providing you watch 
the boaring of Koga Pt. light- 
houso and other landmarks 
carefully), Howovor, if tho 
weather is misty or rainy, or if 
tho vessel is drawing more than 
20 foot of wator, I always go 
well outside of Britto Bank.

During the night I would just 
follow tho adgo of the visibility of 
tho'south westorn soctor of Cape 
Padaran lighthouse, jo, just 
keoping tho lighthouso in ‘sight 
foro little while, thon losing it 
again, and so on. This takos you 
cloar of all dangors. 


During tho day, tho top of Pulo 
Cooir de Torro and tho highost 
poak on tho Capo Padaran islands 
form an oxcellont rango to. go 


by. 


From Padaran towards Varella, 
I would follow the coast as close- 
ly as possiblo, going inside ajl 
the outer islands as long as thoro 
was daylight. As soon as. tho 
night sot in, 1 would stoor for tho 
passage betwoon Maccloofield 
Bank and the Paracol Islands, 
keoping rathor closor to tho 
formor than to tho lattor. I find 
that at timos, but not always, I 
would obtain a favourable ourront 
by going this way. 


A fow words of caution | aro 
hore necessary.
